Immediately after the Seattle Free* Club had shakes hands aad 
said “rood-bye” to the members of the National Editorial Amo 
ciation at'the Grand Trunk Pacific docks in Seattle yesterday 
afternoon the reception committee from Victoria extended the 
glad hand of welcome of the “city of aunahine.’’ Busy scenes fol* 
lowed. There was the hustle of embarkation on the steamer Prince 
George, which conveyed the merry party across the 8ound, the 
subsequent anxious questions as to whether there would be suf¬ 
ficient accommodation in the hotels, and on being assured that 
everyone would be oomfortsbly cared for, all took to the enjoy¬ 
ment of the sea trip. Some assembled in the spacious saloon to 
an impromptu concert, many conversed with representatives from

On arriving here at 1L45 o'clock 
the party wax quickly despatched to 
the various hotel* In which accom¬ 
modation had been reserved.

He Introduced the spank¬ 
ers, who were heartily applauded and 
listened to with marked interest end 
appreciation. 

Mr. Oliver's Welcome. 

The addrssa of welcome extended 
the delegates by the Premier of the 
province, Hon. John Oliver, was 
couched in the most warm-hearted 
and friendly terms and greatly im¬ 
pressed the visitors.

**I am not afraid of this class of| 
critic.

It will be understood, nevertheless, that some 
time must elapse before the Land Settlement 
Board can undertake to bring its compulsory pro¬ 
duction or purchase machinery to bear on all the 
idle pre-empted lands of the Province. In the 
meantime it would be a good plan to discover the 
intentions of the eighty-five absentee pre-emptors.

It will be difficult, of course, for the British] 
student of international commerce to extract very 
much consolation from the July returns just i«- 
ned by he Board of Trade. According to a re¬ 
cent dispatch from London imports for that 
month are given a value of £153,140,032 and ex- 
porta show a value of £65,315,422. The serious 
adverse balance against Great Britain for July, 
fcowever, is partly explained by the fact that 
(here were large increases in the amount of im¬ 
ports composed of foods, drink and tobacco, 
while wood, timber and cottQU were also heavy. 

, Notwithstanding the apparent falling off from 
(he jrevioua month the dispatch makes mention 
of the fact that the largest increases in the export 
figures were in coal, coke and manufactured fuel. 
In June, exports amounted to £77,(XX),000 and 
imports £124,000,000, or a proportion of exports 
to imports of aixty-onc per cent. It may be 
gathered, therefore, from the July figures that 
Britain’s coal markets abroad are of a brighter 
appearance than was supposed to be the case, al¬ 
though there is a great leeway yet to be made up.

•The time will come In northern 
Manitoba, one of the moat richly 
charged mineralised re*torn -of this 
continent, when prospecting will be 
done with divers." This remarkable 
statement was made by Vaughan M. 
let*very, mining engineer of Le Pa*. 
Manitoba, who ha* recently returned 
from 9 verseas service with a tunnel¬ 
ing company. In discussing the sub¬ 
ject with The Times. 

Geological Situation. 

Mr. La very was at the Empress 
Hotel last week, leaving for Califor¬ 
nia on Saturday ufternoon. He ex¬ 
plained his remark with regard to 
the need of divers by stating that the 
area la largely a continuation of the 
xonea of northern Ontario, and that 
glacial action has plaited off the dol¬ 
omite surface of the country. The 
secondary eruptive rocks h*ve 
pressed up. opening cracks in the 
dolomite which has worn away in the 
ages, and the depressions have been 
filled with shallow lakes. Thus the 
mineralised stratification 1* continued 
from I he shore to points In the lake 
bottom, whfrh could be readily exam¬ 
ined by prospectors 1st diving suits, 
according to Mr. La very. 

Prospectars Few. 

The main *hortcomlng in his opin¬ 
ion. of the district Is the. lack of proa- 
! pec tors. That Is accounted for. he 
stated, by the absence of large pro- 
i ducing mines. In areas whefe there 
are targe mines prospectors hava an 
opportunity of working part of the 
year for a grub-stake and then “fos-1 
sick" about In the hills during the j 
summer season. “Northern Ontario | 
and British Columbia supply this op¬ 
portunity." he said, “but not the area 
along the Hudson's Bay Railway. 

Political Influence In Montreal, he 
says, is understood to check the com¬ 
pletion of* the laying of steallow the 
last ninety miles of the line. This, or 
course, checks transportation, and 
while the mines have very valuable 
ore bodies In sight, many tested out 
by diamond drilling. It Is Impossible 
to get the ore out to the smelters. 
Ora Is shipping by wagon and scow 
and rail to Trail Smelter from the 
district—a proof of the rich quality 
to stand the cost of so long a dls- 

^Mr Is»very considers that In ten 
years’ time the northern Manitoba 
section may be the richest mining 
area in North America. 

He expects shortly to take up a po¬ 
sition tn Chile, in one of the mines 
sltuste in a valley In the Andes. He 
h** already, before going overseas, 
bren usocUted with 
Orro de Peeeo mine In the Peru¬ 
vian Andre, the hlgheet mine In the 
world tn point ot altitude, over 16,000 
feet above eea level.

The attention of 
the visitors will also be culled to 
Sidney’s many advantages, as an In¬ 
dustrial seat. 

The Board has expressed itself* as 
unanimously in favor of the project, 
and an arrangements committee has 
been appointed consisting of W. H. 
Dawes. K. Bowcott, P. N. Tester and 
J. J. White. 

The Kidney Board of Trade also 
proposes to Invite officers of the Vic¬ 
toria branch of the Aerial League of 
Canada. P. N. Tester explained to 
the Board at its hurt meeting that 
while In Victoria recently he had in¬ 
terviewed Lieut. W. H. Browne, sec¬ 
retary of the Victoria branch of the 
League, who had stated that the pro¬ 
ject of his organisation to erect a 
hangar In Sidney had been in no 
wise abandoned, but that the mat¬ 
ter had been delayed owing to alow 
action of the Government. It waa 
understood, however, that the Gov¬ 
ernment was preparing to give aid 
to the League and It was contem¬ 
plated that the hangar would be
